4, THALER frequently travels outside of Land Tyrol to all 
parts of Austria, In the Linz and Graz areas, THALER has 
tried to recruit former NSDAP Slcherheitsdlenst members, 
promising them financial rewards. In hl« attempt to 
recruit those pobpla, ha proposed cooperation with the 
PIS and only later mohtloned the EIS« He has met with 
little success In his recruitment efforts, particularly 
In the Graz area*
